NEW YORK, Sept. 8—General Pershing, the man who led 


America's armed forces to victory is home .again. Hailed as the 
greatest military leader of a democratic country he stepped 
ashore to the din and tumult of hundreds of thousands of peopie 
who cheered themselves .hoarse. More than two and a half years 
ago General Pershing sailed from Hoboken with a mere handful 
of men. His movements at that time were shrouded in secrecy. 
A German victory in France seemed 
imminent. Shortly his 


force was augmented and under his leadership the khaki clad 
youths of America struck the blow that sent Hun militarism 
reeling to certain defeat and humiliation. 
In contrast to the 


Btealth of his departure, a stealth made necessary by the U-boat 
peril and German spies, his home coming was the signal for the 


' greatest demonstration ever seen on the Atlantic coast. On the 
gang plank, his grim soldierly bearing personified the millions 
of khaki clad Americans who fought under him. Emblazoned on 
hia shiekj^were the words, Chateau Thierry, Argonne, Meuse 
and Cantlgny. In his soul lay the spiiit of the first fifty thou- 
sands who went with him to France. This spirit was reflected in 
the thousands who bade him welcome and who gave vent to that 
spirit in an hour of cheering and flag waving. Tens of thousands 
of visitors from all over the United Staets had flocked to the 
port to particpate in the welcome and get a glance at America's 
greatest living soldier.

often as bad as the major phase. This 
was true of 1891, he says. But the 
fact that so many people were affecte 1 
last year gives added immunity this 
year. 


Speaking to the United l"re«s, Dr 


Copeland said "I have no doubt but 
that we will have another jpideirir 
this year, though infinitely less violent 
| than last year's, when practically ev- 
i ery person was afflicted.

"Seventy pei cent of last .'ear's vic- 


j tims were between the ages of fifte'j i 
and forty-five, probably due to the 
fact that so many men were m tram- 
ing camps.

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 8—Reservations to the peace treaty 


were argued today by President Wilson in his speech to Omaha 
citizens. 
Going into detail on the various 
objections to the 


treaty Mr. Wilson summed up his opinion in ,iust four words "no 
need for reservations." Defending the treaty against those who 
are solicitous ovei the welfare of the Monroe Doctrine Mr. Wilson 
declared "the Monroe Doctrine is authenticated by all the great 
nations of the world therefore there is no need of a single reser- 
vation." He wanted to know if those who are' for quick with- 
drawal from the league were such poor patriots that they would 
withdraw from the reconstruction tasks without lending a hand 
and helping to work out the plans adopted in the treaty. 
He 


declared that "domestic matters were not interferred with by 
the treaty." 


Holding a copy of the treaty in his hands he dramatically 


announced, "this is the work of-honest men." 
His statement 


drew prolonged cheers from the crowd. Again commenting on 
the senate he criticized that body for the delay m ratification of 
the treaty and added, "No man could tell how long it would take 
that body to do anything." 


The president admitted that he had a dislike for the Shan- 


tung settlement but declared ^hat it would do no good to refuse, 
to ratify the treaty as so doing would not help China in any 
way. Again he put up the argument that the opponents of his 
plans should put up or shut up. 


He told Nebraskans that the covenant of the league of na- 


tions was the only guarantee against war and without it there 
would be another wai within a generation.

Produce Eggs to Better Advan- 


tage—Some Obstacles. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


Increased interest: in poultry raisin? 


In tho general farming- sections of Ihe 
South, with pnrchsi.se of much better 
stuck, is reported by a specialist of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture who recently invesH;:ated the 
status and activities of Old Mother 
lien in Alabama, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi and Texas. Producers are work- 
in.ir not only to supply the homo mar- 
ket bin: <>SKS are also being shipped 
from Mississippi, Alabama and Texas 
to Memphis, St. Louis, New Turk and 
other marketing centers. 


The advantages of the South for 


poultry keeping are manifold, and In- 
clude, a propitious climate, which en- 
ables tlie flock owner to produce eggs 
to better advantage, during the winter 
season, while lie also can -,make use 
of simpler and cheaper houses than 
can his northern associates. Further- 
more the favorable, weather conditions 
in the Somh promote the feeding of 
green' stuff to the hens practically the 
year around. 


There are certain disadvantages, too, 


such as prevalence of insect pests, in- 
cluding mites, lice, and in some sec- 
tions mosquitoes and stick-tight liens, 
as well as ihe blue bug in parts ot!

NEW YORK, Sept. 8—General Pershing, the man who led 


America's armed forces to victory is home .again. Hailed as the 
greatest military leader of a democratic country he stepped 
ashore to the din and tumult of hundreds of thousands of peopie 
who cheered themselves .hoarse. More than two and a half years 
ago General Pershing sailed from Hoboken with a mere handful 
of men. His movements at that time were shrouded in secrecy. 
A German victory in France seemed 
imminent. Shortly his 


force was augmented and under his leadership the khaki clad 
youths of America struck the blow that sent Hun militarism 
reeling to certain defeat and humiliation. 
In contrast to the 


Btealth of his departure, a stealth made necessary by the U-boat

OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 8—Reservations to the peace treaty 


were argued today by President Wilson in his speech to Omaha 
citizens. 
Going into detail on the various 
objections to the 


treaty Mr. Wilson summed up his opinion in ,iust four words "no 
need for reservations." Defending the treaty against those who 
are solicitous ovei the welfare of the Monroe Doctrine Mr. Wilson 
declared "the Monroe Doctrine is authenticated by all the great 
nations of the world therefore there is no need of a single reser- 
vation." He wanted to know if those who are' for quick with- 
drawal from the league were such poor patriots that they would 
withdraw from the reconstruction tasks without lending a hand 
and helping to work out the plans adopted in the treaty. 
He 


declared that "domestic matters were not interferred with by 
the treaty." 


Holding a copy of the treaty in his hands he dramatically 


announced, "this is the work of-honest men." 
His statement 


drew prolonged cheers from the crowd. Again commenting on 
the senate he criticized that body for the delay m ratification of 
the treaty and added, "No man could tell how long it would take 
that body to do anything." 


The president admitted that he had a dislike for the Shan- 


tung settlement but declared ^hat it would do no good to refuse, 
to ratify the treaty as so doing would not help China in any 
way. Again he put up the argument that the opponents of his 
plans should put up or shut up. 


He told Nebraskans that the covenant of the league of na- 


tions was the only guarantee against war and without it there 
would be another wai within a generation.

Produce Eggs to Better Advan- 


tage—Some Obstacles.

ment of Agriculture.) 


Increased interest: in poultry raisin?

South, with pnrchsi.se of much better 
stuck, is reported by a specialist of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture who recently invesH;:ated the 
status and activities of Old Mother 
lien in Alabama, Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi and Texas. Producers are work- 
in.ir not only to supply the homo mar- 
ket bin: <>SKS are also being shipped 
from Mississippi, Alabama and Texas 
to Memphis, St. Louis, New Turk and 
other marketing centers. 


The advantages of the South for 


poultry keeping are manifold, and In- 
clude, a propitious climate, which en- 
ables tlie flock owner to produce eggs 
to better advantage, during the winter 
season, while lie also can -,make use 
of simpler and cheaper houses than 
can his northern associates. Further- 
more the favorable, weather conditions 
in the Somh promote the feeding of 
green' stuff to the hens practically the 
year around. 


There are certain disadvantages, too, 


such as prevalence of insect pests, in- 
cluding mites, lice, and in some sec- 
tions mosquitoes and stick-tight liens, 
as well as ihe blue bug in parts ot!
